Liberty  to  left  with  staff  holding  Liberty  Cap  by  Dupree,  “Libertas 
Americana”  4 Juil.  1776  on  obverse.  Infant  Hercules  on  his  shield 
cradle  strangles  two  serpents,  one  in  each  hand,  while  France 
personified  by  a beautiful  figure  of  Pallas,  defends  and  covers  him 
with  her  shield  from  the  attack  of  the  British  Lion;  the  two  ser- 
pents are  two  victories  of  Burgoyne  at  Saratoga  and  Cornwallis  at 
Yorktown;  “Non  Sine  Diis  Animosus  Infans”.

Franklin  and  struck  in  1782  to  commemorate  on  the  obverse,  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  on  the  reverse,  the  surrender  of 
Burgoyne  and  Cornwallis.  It  is  from  the  obverse  of  this  medal  that 
the  designs  of  the  cents  of  1793-6  were  taken,  1 3/4  inches,  bronze, 
extremely  fine.
